Tough To Sell, 
Senator Finds 


WASHINGTON 'A p l - A Sen­ 
ate subcom m ittee dug into civil 
defense in the national capital 
Monday and Chairm an Henry M. 
Jackson 
<D-Wash» 
concluded: 
“ We really don’t have civil de­ 
fense in the District of Columbia ” 


The director of civil defense for 
this area, John E 
Fondahl, tes­

F’ondahl said there is a civil de­ 
fense plan completed hut the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia com m issioners 
have not.yet approved it. He also 
said that “ the public don’t under­ 
stand their responsibility.” 


Jackson said if s hard to sell 
the people on the idea there is a 
continuing danger, so “civil de­ 
fense gets to be a rather pedes­ 
trian, tiring sort of thing after a 
while." He said so many different 
plans have been developed under 
both Dem ocratic and Republican 
adm inistrations that “ there is con­ 
fusion as to what we really should 
do." 


The problem starts from there. 
he said, and “ Congress has to 
share some of that blam e ” 


Fondahl said he couldn’t disa­ 
gree with an estim ate from the 
Office of Civil and Devense Mobil­ 
ization that as of last July I only 
30 per cent of the people in the 
densely populated part of Wash­ 
ington were covered by an out­ 
door warning system He did say 
that there is a supplem entary in­ 
door warning system in govern­ 
ment buildings. 
For Washington and its suburbs, 
OCDM estim ated the coverage is 
13 per cent, on the basis of in­ 
formation subm itted to the sub­ 
com m ittee April 6.

Inuring its spectacular life on the nation’s 
front pages, the tale of Bernard Goldfine and 
his friends ofcn seemed an incredible pastiche 
fit low comedy, Greek tragedy, and social thesis

But the Goldfine affair enters a new and 
totally different phase, beginning today. 
Goldfine's attorney, Edward Bennett WU* 
Barns, will try to convince a federal judge in 
Vtashington that contempt of Congress charges 
against his client sould be voided. 
Goldfine was 
cited for refusing to answer 18 questions cen* 
cerning his business practices and his relations 
with Sherman Adams which were put to him by 
the House Subcommittee on Legislative Over­ 
sight (the so-called Harris committee*. 
Wil­ 
liams contends that the questions were based in 
part on evidence obtained by electronic eaves­ 
dropping on conversations between Goldfine and 
his attorneys in a Washington hotel room last 
July. 
I nlike wiretap evidence which is generally 
inadmissible in federal courts, evidence and 
leads obtained by eavesdropping techniques do 
not fall under a flat ban. 
However, lawycr- 
ciient communications are considered privileged 
under the law. and this introduces an addition­ 
al element. 
The courts have previously voided 
prosecutions based on interception of lawyer- 
client talks—notably in the first Judith Coplon 
trial—when the interception was accomplished 
by illegal means. 
But no one claims that Goldfine’s room was 
bugged 
illegally. 
The listening device was 
outside the room; that much is agreed. 
The gov­ 
ernment argues that what was overheard in no 
way contributed to the com m ittees information 
and even if it did, the evidence would still be 
admissible. 
Goldfine and his attorneys should 
have spoken more softly. 
lf Williams can show a connection between 
the overheard conversation and the committee's 
questioning, the issue may finally come down to 
whether intercepting a privileged communica­ 
tion infringes the Fifth Amendment's ban on 
compulsory self-incnmination.

H ere is 
the roll call: 
Dr. Frederic de Hoffman, close 
associate to Dr. E dw ard Teller, 
both of whom w ere alw ays avail­ 
able to back up S trauss policies, 
had been hired by G eneral Dy­ 
nam ics. 
C. Arthur Rounder, a special 
attorney used by S trauss in the 
purge of Dr. R obert O ppenhcim er, 
was hired by G eneral D ynam ics 
as representative in W ashington 
right after the contract w as let. 
Everett Hollis, S tra u ss’s form er 
public 
relations adviser in the 
AEC, has now gone to work for 
G eneral Dynamics. 


W. Kenneth Davis, head of the 
atom ic 
reactor program under 
S trauss, left the AEC to take a 
job with the Bechtel Corporation. 
which together with G eneral Dy­ 
nam ics 
received 
an 
im portant 
contract from the AEC to build 
an entire atom ic pow er plant for 
Philadelphia E lectric and a gas- 
cooled reactor as p art of it. 
General Dynamics Gets Two 
Thus 
G eneral 
D ynam ics 
got 
two gas-cooled reacto r contracts, 
one for a m erchant ship. the other 
for Philadelphia E lectric and as­ 
sociated com panies. Significantly, 
it got the contracts only after 
A dm iral 
Strauss 
had 
opposed 
building any gas-cooled reactors 
and had resisted all pressure by 
the Congressional w atchdog com ­ 
m ittee to build them . 
Only after G eneral D ynam ics 
got into the picture did Strauss 
decide to reverse his previous 
policy. By that tim e B ritain w as 
far ahead of the U nited States. 


However, the B ritish obligingly 
traded 
us 
gas-cooled 
reactor 
secrets for our atom ic subm arine 
secrets. Obligingly also, the AEC 
departm ent, then under Kenneth 
D avis, gave G eneral D ynam ics 
access to this B ritish secret re­ 
search. The com pany thus gam ed 
an im portant advantage over its 
com petitors. 
A dm iral Staruss had left the 
AEC 
by the tim e 
the second 
reacto r contract w as let to the 
Philadelphia 
E lectric 
combine. 
This turned out to he a very 


happy arrangem ent for those who 
were friendly to the powers th a t 
be in the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 


W hat m ade it happy w as th at 
the Bechtel Corporation got the 
contract for building the over-all 
power 
plant 
for 
Philadelphia 
E lectric, while G eneral D ynam ics 
got 
the 114.500.000 contract 
to 
build the gas-cooled reactor to go 
into the power plant. 


And, of course, John McCone, 
the m an Admiral Strauss picked 
to succeed him as chairm an of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
had been head of the Bechtel 
Corporation, while Kenneth D avis, 
form er head of the AEC’* re­ 
actor program , had gone to work 
for Bechtel. 
By intriguing' coin­ 
cidence 
these 
men

w orking together on the m ost im­ 
portant pow er project in postw ar 
history. 
Illegal Contract? 


W hat 
m ade it all the m ore 
intriguing w as the fact that the 
A E C s legal division had declared 
the whole 
Bechtel-G encral 
Dy­ 
nam ics project for the Philadel­ 
phia E lectric com bine illegal. 


In a m em o dated January 2. 
1959, the AEC general counsel s 
office w arned: “ Based upon tech­ 
nical evaluation of the proposal 
of the Philadelphia E lectric Com ­ 
pany for the design, construction 
and 
operation of a 
gas-cooled 
power reactor. I am of the opinion 
th at 
the 
Philadelphia 
E lectric 
proposal deviates from the sta tu ­ 
tory criteria . . . I ain of the opin­ 
ion that there is substantial doubt 
as to AEC’s authority to en ter 
into a cooperative arrangem ent 
with Philadelphia E lectric Com ­ 
pany on the basis of the pro­ 
posal.” 
Yet C hairm an McCone ignored 
this legal opinion and went ahead 
with the contract benefitting his 
form er com pany. 
M eanw hile, working for Bech­ 
tel. D avis dram atically reversed 
his opinion of gas-cooled reacto rs. 
As S trau ss's spokesm an on atom­ 
ic reactors, he had disapproved 
and 
deprecated 
the gas-cooled 
design as long as the watchdog 
com m ittee w anted G eneral Elec­ 
tric to build it under Admiral 
R ickover. Once the contract was 
in the hands of G eneral D ynam ics 
and Bechtel, however. D avis be- 
gan singing a different tune. AU 
of a sudden, he realized the value 
of gas-cooled reactors. 
This is p art of the jigsaw puz­ 
zle of A dm iral Strauss and friends 
in the Atom ic E nergy C om m is­ 
sion.

Good News For Dick

T here is good new s for Vice 
President 
R ichard 
Nixon 
in a 


pull of the politically 
strateg ic 
state of Wisconsin token a few 


weeks ago on behalf of Sen. John 
F. Kennedy. 
T here is even b etter news for 
K ennedy; but public opinion tests 
show ing the present popularity of 
the young m an from M assachu­ 
setts a re relatively old hat. Sev­ 
eral past tests have also showed, 
how ever, that New York s Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller would be Har­ 
der for a D em ocrat to beat than 
the 
Vice 
President 
would 
be. 
W isconsin's good news for the 
Vice President is a sharp rev ers­ 
al of this pro-Rockefcller trend. 
In 
sum m ary, 
the 
Wisconsin 
poU showed Nixon defeating any 
of the D em ocrats included ex­ 
cept Kennedy, while ail the D em ­ 
o crats defeated R ockefeller by 
substantial m argins. The results

other polls for the Kennedy or­ 
ganization 
The 
nam e of Sen. 
E stes K efauver w as included in 
the poll because of the strength 
he w as known to have am ong 
W isconsin D em ocrats. Gov. Men- 
nen W illiams of M ichigan was 
p eked as another unw itting con­ 
testan t because th ere w as vague 
talk that he m ight try to get his 
P residential candidacy 
off 
the 
ground by entering next y e a r’s 
W isconsin 
prim ary. 
A 
notable 
om ission am ong the shadow can­ 
didates w as Sen S tu art Sym ing­ 
ton of Missouri. 
With 
respect 
to 
Nixon 
and 
R ockefeller, die 
W isconsin poll 
resu lts alm ost exactly reversed 
the results of another H arris poll 
of eight West Coast 
cities. 
In 
that poll, taken early this w inter. 
Nixon w as roundly beaten by all 
th ree D em ocrats included in the 
list, 
Kennedy. 
H um phrey 
and 
Sym ington: while R ockefeller de­ 
feated both Symington and Hum­ 
p h ey. but was defeated by Ken­ 
nedy. 
Wisconsin is very far from the 
W est Coast 
The W isconsin Re­ 
publicans. who v ere of course 
proportionally represented in the 
m ore recent poll, also included 
a high proportion of adm irers 
of the late Sen. Joseph R 
Mc­ 
C arthy who would favor Nixon 
over Rockefeller. Y et the spread 


betw een the Rockefeller vote and 
the Nixon vote in this Wisconsin 
poll is sufficiently great to sug­ 


gest som ething larger than a loc­ 
al W isconsin reaction. 
The W isconsin poll suggests, in 
fact, that voters across the coun­ 
try have been less im pressed by 
the wisdom and courage of th e 
Rockefeller legislative program , 
than by the sim ple, painful fact 
that the G overnor asked his New 
Y orkers to pay new taxes. 
If 
other polls continue to show th a t 
Nixon has a better chance to 
win than R ockefeller, the Vice 
P resident can consider him self 
nom inated before the R epublican 
convention even assem bles. 
This very good news for Nixon 
is slightly poisoned, it m ust be 
add©©, by the character of the 
good news for Kennedy. .Another 
H arris poll, taken in W isconsin 
in the sum m er of last year, show ­ 
ed m uch the sam e broad p attern 
—Nixon losing to Kennedy but 
beating all the other D em ocrats. 
But in this 1958 poll, Nixon lost 
to Kennedy by a m ere hair, 49 6 
to 50 4. w hereas in the 1959 poll 
the m argin of defeat, 47 to 53, 
was considerably w ider. The m a r­ 
gins by which Nixon defeated th* 
other D em ocrats w ere also sub­ 
stantially narrow er in the recen t 
poll than in the 1958 poll. If these 
latest results can be trusted, in 
short, Nixon is gaining on R ocke­ 
feller. but his party has been los­ 
ing ground rath er badly in Wis­ 
consin. 


O ther results in the sam e poll 
cast an interesting light on the 
strategically 
im portant 
Wiscon­ 
sin D em ocratic prim ary. 
When 
asked which of their party’s pos­ 
sible candidates they preferred, 
40 per cent of the D em ocrats 
polled picked Kennedy: 
16 per 
cent picked Hum phrey; 
15 per 
cent picked K efauver; 4 per cent 
picked Sen. Lyndon Johnson of 
T exas: 3 per cent chose Sym ing­ 
ton and another 3 per cen. chose 
Gov. W illiam s; and 19 per cent 
w ere undecided 
In a two-m an 
choice. Kennedy was .tam ed by 
60 per cent of the D em ocrats, 
with 40 per cent going to H um ­ 
phrey. 


Some m ay be inclined to su­ 
spect these results because of 
their source. 
But H arris is a 
serious, professional practitioner 
of his peculiar specialty. His re­ 
sults 
cross-check 
very 
neatly 
with those secured by other pol­ 
lers in other areas, especially on 
the 
most 
doubtful 
point, 
the 
strong support for Sen K ennedy. 
And the Senator him self evident­ 
ly regards the H arris polls a s 
useful indicators, since the H ar­ 
ris findings in W isconsin w ere an 
im portant background m otive of 
his 
recent 
Wisconsin stum ping 
tour.
